In that case he sacrifices the gar-
rison, end in the meantime weakens his own army by
their loss. .

It is not to be supposed that he wouall go far violate
the principles of sci-nufic war, as thas to 180la‘e a gar-
risun. But if he does, 80 much the belter. Soooper or
later the garrison must plarves and in the meoantime it
ig,chut up barmlessly, on the dcfensive. In any event,
ibg terrible invasion becomes a failure and a farce.—
The only bope Sherman can have in such a case, i8 to
pursue use, catch us, aud badly defeat us. I’hen Le
might return to Atlanta. But if we bave any braios,
be cannot catch us. We can fight him or not, as we
¢hoose. We ought not to tight scon, but make him
tollow us tar back toward OUbattanooga and secure the
deliverance of Atlanta, whether we win the battle or
not.
